Washington, March 30—-The first 


practical step, haung in vie*v the re- 
organization of the Panama canal com- 
mission, was taken when, in compli- 
ance with instructions from President 
Roosevelt, Secretary Taft requested 
the members of the commission to ten- 
der their resignations. This request 
was promptly complied with by those 
members of the commission now in 
Washington.'The purport of Secretary 
Taft's letter (requesting the resigna- 
tions of the commissioners was sent 
to Major General. George W. Davis, re- 
tired, the governor of the canal zone, 
and also one of the members of the 
•Commission, and a prompt answer is 
expected from him. 


The resignations were requested -in 


order that th-e president might have 
-a free hand m" reorganizing the com- 
mission. That the president contem- 
plated the reorganization of the com- 
mission has been known for some time 
and he has been in frequent consulta- 
tion with Secretary Taft as to his fu- 
ture policy in -choosing its personnel 
and directing its work. 


It was believed originally that better 


results might be accomplished by the 
appointment of a smaller commission 
than that now existing, but a recent 
opinion of Attorney General Moody 
held that under the law the president 


*1 was requested to name seven mem- 


bers in all. The appointments prob- 
ably will be announced by the presi- 
dent during the progress of his south- 
ern trip.

This position also prevails in Berlin. 
Indeed, Japan* has recently received an 
urgent warning against Indirect nego- 
tiations lest they lead to an Interna- 
tional conference, the results of wbicn 
might prove disastrous to the inter- 
ests of both belligerents. There is 
authority 
for the statement that 


France is diligently striving to end the 
war, and for six weeks past negotia- 
tions pf the most confidential char- 
acter have been in progress between 
Paris and St. Petersburg. Even diplo- 
mats of the highest rank have failed 
to obtain from M. Delcasse, the French 
foreign minister, the results of these 
negotiations, but It can be announced 
on the same authority that Count 
Lamsdorff, the Russian minister for 
foreign affairs, has within a week ad- 
mitted that he had In a general way 
outlined to M. Delcasse the general 
terms along which Russia might •con- 
sent to consider peace. 


Anarchy In the Caucasus.

Petersburg March 30.—Trust- 


worthy reports from Georgia, Russian 
Caucasia, say that the insurrectionary 
movement is growing in the moun- 
tainous districts. It is added that the 
authorities have been deposed that a 
provisional government has been pro- 
claimed, ar rl that the troops decline 
to carry out the orders given them.

Chinese state that heavy Japanese 


reinforcements are constantly arriving. 


Japan's Plans. 


Tokio, 
March 31. — The various 


rumors of peace negotiations emanat- 
ing from Europe and the United States 
are published and commented upon 
here. Apparently they do not affect 
the attitude of the Japanese govern- 
ment and people towards the war. The 
press re-echoes the announced deter- 
mination of Japan to vigorously push 
the military operations unmoved and 
undeterred by discussions of events in 
Russia or elsewhere. The Jiji declares 
that the successive reverses have not 
affected Russia. 
Emperor Nicholas, 


the paper adds, is unwilling to sacri- 
fice the prestige of his house or sur- 
render the position of controlling In- 
fluence Russia has heretofore held 
over the powers of Europe. Field Mar- 
shal Oyama's army will continue its 
forward movement and not give Rus- 
sia a breathing moment. 


General Llnevitch's Address. 


St. Petersburg, March 31.—General 


Linevitch has issued the following ad- 
dress to his troops: "The emperor has 
been pleased to appoint me command- 
er-in-chief of the Manchurian armies. 
In many battles, those of the rivers 
Shakhe and Hun, at Poutiloff and 
Novgorod Hills, at the front at Kan- 
dulisan and Gangu Passes, and the 
Mukden positions, you have most 
bravely repulsed most serious attacks 
by the enemy and dealt enormous 
losses. Let every man accomplish 
manfully his sacred duty to the em- 
peror and the fatherland. The enemy 
cannot hold out before Russian valor 
and reinforcements are coming un- 
ceasingly from Russia. May God help 
you in the coming battle." 


Russians May Evacuate. +' 


Tokyo, March 31 —Interest in the 


war is partly shifting eastward. It is 
reported that the Russians plan to 
abandon the island of Sakhalien when 
the harbors are free of ice. The Rus- 
sians are strengthening the defensive 
points north of 
the Tumen river, 


Korea, in the vicinity of Hunchun, 
northwest of Possiet bay, and at points 
on the railread in the vicinity of Nin- 
guta. ICO miles east by north of Kirin. 
A good highway extends from'Pos. t 
bay northward to Ninguta, where it 
Joins the Kirln road. 


Conditions Not Satisfactory. 


London, March 31.—Baron Hayashi, 


the Japanese minister, declared that 
h« had no information in regard to the 
announcement contained in the St. 
Petersburg dispatches that Russia had 
Indirectly made known to Japan the 
negative conditions on which peace 
£night be concluded, namely no cession 
of territory and no indemnity, leaving 
Japan to determine whether peace ne- 
gotiations could be begun upon that 
basis, but he said unreservedly -that 
the terms then mentioned could not 
even be considered. 


peasants Want Land. 


St. Petersburg, March 31.—A tele- 


gram from Bachmnt, Bessarabia, re- 
ports a peasant outbreak at Casenc 
against German settlers. The peasants 
threaten to take possession of lands- 
unless the Germans voluntarily give 
up possession. Cossacks w«re hastily 
dispatched to the scene..
